A, For our Part we are fully fatisfie! of the 
Unlawfulnetfs of Eating Blood or Things ftrangled, 
purely upon Accounc of the Precept given to Nab, 
which certainly ebliges ali Mankind. But when 
the {ame Precept is thus Solemnly and plainly re- 
newed by the Apoftizs in a Genera! Cooncil, it 
may be juftly admired, how the coatrary Practice 
came to prevail amougft Chrifivans without any 
Scruple ; and what forced Expofitions of (us. 
Text, Commentators have contrived to elude the 
plain Senfe of this Prohibition, ana 0 countenance 
the Savage Practice that is oppofice toi. dt was 
undoubredly the Detign of the Apofties in this De- 
cree ro inform the Gentiles what Things they 
ought neceffarily to abitain from, befides the 
Crimes that they already knew by the Light of 
Nature. They treed them indeed from the Yoke 
of the Fewifh Ceremonial Law, and only obliged 
them to fome Oblervauons, which all Nations had 
practifed as neceffary Duties before they bad fallen 
into Idolatry. Andthereforethe Primitive Chriftians 
did not take this Precept to be made only withDefign, 
that the Gentiles by obferving it might avoid give- 
ing Offence to the Jews, as tome of our Cominen- 
tators Interpret this Text: For if they had, they 
wou'd not have fo ftrictly obferved it even to rhe 
manifeft Danger of their Lives, when no Feas 
were prefent. They looked upon the Prohibition 
as Univerial and of indifpenfabe Obligation.
